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Fly-tippers strike at hotspot for second time in a month

BAGS of manure have been 
dumped at a fly-tipping hotspot 
in Smethwick, not far from shops 
in the town. 

It is the second time in less than a 
month that waste, which also includes 
mattresses and beds, has been illegally 
dumped at the end of Shir eland Passage. 

The unsightly 
mess has appeared 
within three weeks 
of Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil clearing the 
last mess, with 
unhappy business 
owners claiming it 
is having an effect 
on trade. 

Omar Cham¬ 
bers, owner of 
Chris’s Restau¬ 
rant, in Cape Hill, 
which backs onto Shireland Passage, said: “It has 
been a problem for dumping waste for ages. It was 
cleared the first time yet now they have done it 
again. Most of the fly-tipping is done at night time. 

“We are four doors away from the rubbish and it’s 
disgusting. There are loads of fly-tippers who dump 
bags of rubbish in this area and it brings about rats 
too. It most certainly affects trade as most people 
don’t want to buy food when they see that. It seems 
that nothing can be done to stop it, not even gates 
being put up. 

Household 

“The council and police know about it but when it 
is moved away it always comes back.” 

Piles of garden waste, soil and black bags full of 
household waste can be seen piled high at the end 
of the passageway. 

Shopping trolleys and sofas have been abandoned 
lower down the alley - which Pak Supermarket also 
backs on to. Councillor Mohammad Rouf, who repre¬ 
sents the Soho and Victoria ward, said: “It happened 
a month ago and it was cleared before by the council 
but it seems like a dumping ground for people to 
come and leave rubbish there. The council and police 
are trying their best to deal with the matter, but it 
is difficult to keep check when these people are pos¬ 
sibly coming during the night time to dump things. 

“We want residents to know that we are aware 
that it is a problem area and we are working to clear 
the site.” 

In June, Sandwell Council promised that they 
were committed to continuing to battle the ‘huge 
problem’ of people illegally dumping rubbish at 
sites in the borough, after it was announced the 
clean-up bill had cost taxpayers £180,000 in the last 
12 months. 


TRAVELLERS attempting to set up camp at 
a Sandwell beauty spot sparked a stand-off 
as a large group of people gathered to physi¬ 
cally stop them getting on to the site. 

Residents raised the alarm after five cara¬ 
vans were seen entering a meadow at Warley 
Woods. Bollards were torn out by the travel¬ 
lers in attempts to access the park. 

But before any more caravans could force 
their way in, a group made up of Warley 
Woods Community Trust staff, volunteers 
and residents gathered and physically 
blocked their path. 

A long stand-off on Monday evening en¬ 
sued with one caravan attempting to enter 
the meadow over a bank, only to get stuck 
halfway. This took place even after police 


attended to ensure there was no public dis¬ 
turbance. Members of the community said 
they had ‘made it clear to all concerned’ they 
would not allow any more caravans to get on 
to the site. 

Sandwell Council’s highways emergency 
staff also attended the scene and placed con¬ 
crete blocks to protect the perimeter of the 
park. Negotiations between the two groups 
continued late into the evening when the 
travellers finally agreed to leave the site. 

The caravans were escorted off the site by 
members of the trust. 

Visitors who had gone to the spot to walk 
their dogs found their cars blockaded in by 
the caravans during the stand-off and had to 
wait until the matter was resolved to leave. 


Councillor Steve Eling, chairman of the 
trust board, said it had been a ‘very difficult’ 
situation. 

As the woods do not belong to Sandwell 
Council, the authority would have had no 
powers to evict them from the site. 

Councillor Eling said: “Travellers forced 
their way on to the park by destroying pe¬ 
rimeter bollards on the Abbey Road side. 

“They succeeded in getting what could 
probably be best described as a small ad¬ 
vanced party on to the meadow. Skilful nego¬ 
tiation allowed those that were on the park 
to get back off.” 

Councillor Eling said the caravan that got 
stuck over the bank had been lifted and re¬ 
moved.

APPRENTICES 

Hospital to take on 
130 trainees a year 

UP to 130 NHS apprenticeships and trainee- 
ships will be on offer at Sandwell’s hospital 
trust every year as part of a multi-million in¬ 
vestment in learning and training. 

Hospital bosses have set out a three-year 
plan to boost its workforce and provide 
more employment opportunities. 

As well as increasing the number of ap¬ 
prenticeships and traineeships by 2018, 
they will also aim to offer 150 work experi¬ 
ence placements a year. The amount being 
spent on learning and training each year has 
been increased to £1 million during 2014/15. 

Existing employees will be offered train¬ 
ing opportunities to help them develop their 
skills while coaching and mentoring will be 
available for new recruits. Toby Lewis, chief 
executive of Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust, said: “This plan sets 
out an ambitious ‘offer’ for colleagues at all 
levels and tenures of service.” 

The hospital trust is also investing money 
to reduce staff sickness levels. The number 
of days lost to sickness rose to 66,120 in 
2014/15 compared with 64,130 during the 
previous 12 months. One of the approved 
projects is an investment of £100,000 in 
physiotherapy for workers as the common 
cause of staff sickness is muscle injury. 

TERROR 

Crown court judge in 
Tunisia deaths probe 

THE inquests into the deaths of 30 Britons, 
including 19-year-old student Joel Richards, 
in June’s Tunisia terror attack will be heard by 
a crown court judge. 

Judge Nicholas Loraine-Smith, who sits at 
Southwark Crown Court in London, will con¬ 
duct the official investigations into deaths of 
the UK victims of the mass killing in the Med¬ 
iterranean resort town of Sousse on June 26, 
Chief Coroner Judge Peter Thornton QC has 
announced. 

Joel was shot alongside his uncle Adrian 
Evans, a manager at Sandwell Council and 
his grandfather Patrick Evans, 78. 

The bloody attack by gunman Seifeddine 
Rezgui claimed a total of 38 lives, with terror 
group Islamic State claiming responsibility. 

Judge Loraine-Smith was nominated to 
take on the role by the Lord Chief Justice, 
Lord Thomas of Cwmgiedd after consultation 
with the Lord Chancellor, Justice Secretary 
Michael Gove.

Killed rider had drugs in his system 



Motorcyclist Suhail Yousaf 


A YOUNG motorcyclist who died when 
the bike he was on struck a lamp post in 
Smethwick had high amounts of canna¬ 
bis in his system, an inquest heard. 

Sandwell College student Suhail 
Yousaf, aged 18, of Oldbury, died after 
he was flung from the bike on the A457 
Tollhouse Way/Soho Way near the junc¬ 
tion with Alma Street on July 18. 

Black Country assistant coroner Mr 
David Urpeth said results of toxicology 
tests showed ‘high levels of cannabis’ in 
his blood stream. 

The hearing last Wednesday was also 
told the bike was removed from the 


crash scene by someone before being 
located by police and the helmet Mr 
Yousaf was wearing has never been re¬ 
covered. Pc Julie Lyman, of the police 
collision investigation unit, told the 
hearing: “From film footage of the ac¬ 
cident Suhail died at the scene. He was 
the sole occupant. For some reason he 
has lost control of his motorcycle.” 

Mr Yousaf s mother Sofia Noor told 
the hearing held at Smethwick Council 
House that friends of her son had told 
the police lies about what happened. Pc 
Lyman said police officers took a state¬ 
ment from one of Mr Yousaf s friends 


who said he’d sold the bike to him two 
days before the accident. 

Ms Noor responded: “That is a lie. I 
am his mother. I would have known if 
Suhail bought a bike.” 

Mr Urpeth advised the family to take 
up issues regarding the police’s handling 
of the case with the officer after the in¬ 
quest and any concerns over the para¬ 
medic response times after it emerged 
that it took an ambulance around 25 
minutes to arrive at the scene. 

He concluded that the 18-year-old, of 
Seymour Road, Oldbury, died as a result 
of a road traffic collision. 


No prosecutions over 
12,000 fly-tip reports 

FLY-TIPPING was reported more 
than 12,000 times in three years 
in Sandwell - but not a single 
person has been prosecuted. 

Councils are spending tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds clearing up mounds 
of rubbish and pursuing the culprits 
through the courts. 

In Sandwell there were 3,830 reports 
in 2014 - up 55 per cent from 2,462 three 
years before. And the cost has rocketed 
from £146,516 in 2012 to £236,015 in 2014. 

But Sandwell Council has not prosecuted 
anyone in those three years. 

It comes as the authority faces £38 mil¬ 
lion of cuts by 2018. 

The number of reports has dropped by 
429 over the last year but is the second 
highest in the Black Country behind Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

Council bosses insist they are taking ac¬ 
tion to tackle the problem. 

But they say it is getting increasingly 
hard to gather the evidence needed for a 
prosecution. 

Wasteland 

Council leader Darren Cooper said: “It is 
always difficult to get the required stand¬ 
ard of proof to secure a prosecution and so 
any help we have from witnesses is vital.” 

Derelict pubs, patches of wasteland and 
alleyways are among the sites commonly 
targetting by fly-tippers. 

Earlier this year, residents called for 
action after mattresses and bin bags were 
dumped outside the Newbury Tavern in 
Oldbury. 

Sites including New Hope Road and 
Shireland Road in Smethwick and Salis¬ 
bury Road in West Bromwich have been 
named as some of the hotspots in recent 
years. 

While last year the council had to step in 
after rubbish was repeatedly dumped in an 
alleyway between Kingsway and Walters 
Road in Old Warley. 

A petition signed by 85 homeowners 
was handed into the council and bosses re¬ 
sponded by installing four gates to seal off 
the alley. 

Wednesbury Councillor Elaine Costigan 
said: “It’s a shame people have to fly-tip, 

I don’t know why they do it. If people are 
struggling to get things to the tip they 
should contact the council.”

Deputy bid 
campaign 
by Watson 
concludes 

WEST Midlands MP Tom Watson ap¬ 
proached the end of his three-and-a- 
half month campaign to become depu¬ 
ty leader of the Labour party, and said 
he felt the process took too long. 

The ballot closes today, and the 
five rivals for the post will know 
their fate on Saturday. Mr Watson, 
who has represented West Bromwich 
East in Parliament since 2001, and is 
regarded as the favourite, revealed: 
“Thousands of people have signed up 
for the campaign. I have had a very 
good response. 

“It has been like a non-stop tour 
round the UK. I have only had two 
nights at home since early April 
when the General Election campaign 
started.” That ended in the worst de¬ 
feat for the Labour party since 1987 
and launched the search for both a 
new leader and deputy leader. 

Mr Watson said: “I have stayed in 
more than 70 Premier Inns - I think 
I know the brand better than Lenny 
Henry.” He regards the deputy lead¬ 
ership race was less acrimonious than 
that for the top job. but says both 
campaigns took too long. 

He added: “I am very strongly in 
favour of the members being at the 
centre of the process but I am not 
sure the period of time it has taken 
was very helpful. The final decision on 
how this is handled in future is one 
for our national election committee 
but I hope they will bear in mind hav¬ 
ing their future leaders on the road 
for 18 or 19 weeks has consequences 
such as failing to call the Government 
to account.” 

Jail on hold for 
VAT fraud boss 

A STEEL company owner who at¬ 
tempted to steal almost £97,000 in a 
VAT fraud has been given a suspend¬ 
ed prison sentence. 

Simon Cullen, aged 43, from Ey- 
more Close, Birmingham, ran two 
companies, Precision Stainless Ltd 
and Petrotex Ltd, but falsified in¬ 
voices and business accounts to gen¬ 
erate fraudulent VAT repayments. 

Cullen pleaded guilty to three 
counts of fraud when he appeared at 
the city’s crown court on July 31. 

HM Revenue and Customs said 
Cullen failed to declare on his VAT 
returns the correct amount of tax his 
companies owed, changing a £10,000 
debt into a £28,000 repayment. He 
was sentenced to one year, nine 
months’ jail, suspended for two years.

FOUR people including a child scram¬ 
bled from the wreckage of a car which 
hit a wall and landed on its side. 

Bricks were scattered across the 
driveway and road outside the house 
in Oldbury in the aftermath of the 
crash. Emergency services attended 
the accident in Reservoir Road at 
around 11.30am. 

West Midlands Fire Service said the 
crash involved two vehicles. 

A woman in her 30s and the young 
boy were taken to City Hospital in 
Birmingham, for a precautionary 
check-up. 


The other two passengers did not 
require hospital treatment. No other 
injuries were reported. 

West Midlands Fire Service spokes¬ 
man Matthew Smith said: “Two cars 
were in collision in the roadway. 

“One vehicle had been in contact 
with a garden wall and came to rest 
on its side. 

“Three adults and one child were 
released [from the vehicle] prior to 
our arrival. 

“Police also attended the scene and 
we worked to make the scene safe.” 

One eyewitness, who did not want 


to be named, said: “It was quite a big 
smash. It has totally damaged the 
wall of the house and written off the 
car by the looks of it. 

“They can speed up and down this 
road a lot so people should be more 
careful, as thank god no-one was on 
the pavement when it happened.” 

Another neighbour, who also asked 
not to be named, added: “It is quite 
a busy road and they come speeding 
down here. 

“I just saw two ambulances arrive 
but nothing else. It’s unnerving to see 
damage like it.”

Faith network 
in the pipeline 

RELIGIOUS leaders and council 
bosses in Birmingham are set to form 
closer ties with the launch of a Faith 
Network. 

The network will be a forum for 
talks between the authority and faith 
groups in the city. 

Birmingham City Council is eager 
to form closer ties with religious 
groups, and has signed up to a Faith 
Covenant, a joint commitment be¬ 
tween faith communities and local 
authorities aiming to build trust and 
‘promote open, practical engagement 
on all levels’. 

'Good progress' 
by health trust 

A HOSPITAL trust criticised by the 
Care Quality Commission is making 
‘good progress’ with necessary im¬ 
provements, says a new report. 

Health inspectors ordered Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust to improve earlier this year, 
with overall safety ranked inadequate. 

Director of governance Kam Dhami 
said ‘good progress’ had been made on 
responding to the CQC, in a report to 
the trust board. Of 67 of the trust’s 
planned actions, 46 were on track and 
21 were off track. A full update will be 
given next month. 

Gin garden added 
to city food fair 

A GIN garden has been added to the 
attractions at the second annual Bir¬ 
mingham Independent Food Fair. 

It is being set up in Eastside Park 
next to the main festival site at Mil¬ 
lennium Point along with a craft 
beer area. The fair on Saturday and 
Sunday will feature 60 local food and 
drink businesses. 

The first food fair last year attracted 
more than 2,000 visitors. Tickets are

Police said there has also been a 
problem with littering and people con¬ 
gregating and using of foul language. 


Thugs left man in pool 
of blood after attack 


TWO thugs who left a man lying in 
the gutter in a pool of blood after 
a vicious, unprovoked attack have 
been jailed for a total of five years 
and seven months. 

Philip Jepson and Mark Mansell drag¬ 
ged their 51-year-old victim along Bridge 
Street in West Bromwich in a semi-con¬ 
scious state following a drinking binge, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

He was then subjected to a brutal attack dur¬ 
ing which Jepson, aged 35, jumped off a kerb 
and stamped on his head. 

Mr John Evans, prosecuting, told the court 
a dispute flared up when the three men were 
drinking at Mansell’s father’s home in Guns 
Lane, West Bromwich, on February 26. 

“At some point Jepson’s attitude towards the 
victim changed and there is some suggestion 
that he perceived him to be homosexual,” Mr 
Evans said. 

The court heard that the victim fled the 
house after Jepson had thrown a punch at him 
but was followed by the defendants. 

Dragged 

At around 5am they were spotted in Bridge 
Street by a resident who was woken up by a 
noise outside her house, the prosecutor contin¬ 
ued. The victim was seen in a semi-conscious 
state being dragged along the street with his 
trousers around his ankles, he said. 

Jepson then held the man up while Mansell 
punched him hard in the face and kicked him 
after he had fallen to the ground. As the man 
lay in the gutter Jepson jumped off the kerb 
onto his face, said Mr Evans. 

After the pair were arrested, Jepson gave a 
‘no comment’ interview while Mansell said he 
had tried to prevent the attack. 

The court was told Jepson had four previ¬ 
ous convictions and was given a three-month 
prison sentence for battery earlier this year. 
Mansell, aged 23, was said to have a ‘substan¬ 
tial’ criminal record including offences of vio¬ 
lence and robbery. 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defending Jepson, said: “He 
says he got himself intoxicated to such a degree 
that he can’t remember anything.” 

Jepson, of no fixed address, admitted unlaw¬ 
ful wounding and was jailed for two years and 
four months. Mansell, also of no fixed address, 
was found guilty of the same charge after a 
trial and was sent to prison for three years and 
three months.

Rescue 
drama 
as horse 
is stuck 


A HORSE had to be rescued 
by firefighters after getting 
stuck in a disused Black 
Country canal. 

Billy had been stranded 
in the water off Bannister 
Road in Wednesbury for 
three days before the alarm 
was raised by residents. 

A team of firefighters kept 
him calm, feeding him car¬ 
rots and bread while they 
attempted to pull him free. 

They used a large animal 
strap and an ice path to get 
near to him before pulling 
him free from the muddy 
bog of reeds. There was ap¬ 
plause when he finally got 
onto dry land just after 3pm 
last Thursday. 

Tipton Fire Station 
watch commander, Simon 
Wheatley, said: “When we 
got there Billy was trapped 
in a heavily weeded area of 
the canal and it was obvious 
he was quite exhausted and 
agitated. We pulled Billy out 
on with a specialist large 
animal strap and with the 
weight of plenty of firefight¬ 
ers backed behind him. 

“He was a bit shaky on 
his feet to start with but the 
RSPCA said that although 
he was slightly exhausted he 
would hopefully make a full 
recovery.”

Kwik Save building 
plan led by teenager

A TEENAGER is hoping 
to breathe life back into a 
Black Country community 
by getting one of its high 
street’s biggest buildings 
back up and running. 

Morgan Siviter, aged 14, has 
lobbied local councillors and has 
arranged a meeting with his lo¬ 
cal MP to try to fill the former 
Kwik Save store in High Street, 
Cradley Heath. 

Morgan, who suffers from As¬ 
perger’s and autism, wants to open 
a community centre where people 
on the autistic spectrum can go to 
share their stories and get informa¬ 
tion. His efforts have been backed 
by local dignitaries but he said he is 
going to carry on campaigning. 

Morgan said: “We’ve been asking 
and asking to get this site open and 
it’s been turned down. 

“But now we’re getting some¬ 
where, I’ve managed to contact 
four councillors - which I’m chuffed 
about - and I’ve got an appointment 
with the MP. It’s one of the biggest 
shops on the high street and it’s a 
shame to see it shut. 

Dragging 

“The people of Cradley Heath 
won’t be silent until it’s open again. 
It’s dragging the high street down a 
little bit. When the store was open it 
brought loads of people to the town 
-it’s such a shame.” 

Morgan said he was not a typical 
teenager and wanted to make a dif¬ 
ference to his local area. 

He added: “A lot of teenagers go 
to school, come home and then go 
straight on their Xbox - they don’t 
do things for their community. But 
I’m a person who won’t back down 
and will go above and beyond.” 

Ward Councillor Julie Webb said: 
“That shop has been lying vacant 
for a number of years. He’s hoping 
to set up a co-op that people who are 
on the autistic spectrum can go to 
and get information. 

“Everyone I’ve spoken to has said 
we need to encourage him in what 
he is doing.” 



A tale of two carriageways - slow moving traffic, heading 

DRIVERS faced massive delays after getting caught up 
in nightmare traffic on a key route in the Black Country. 

National Grid engineers carried out ‘essential’ works 
as motorists were warned to stay away from Burnt Tree 
Island and Birchley Island on Tuesday. 

The A4123 New Birmingham Road and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Road were both clogged up from just before 7am 
until the works were completed at around 2.30pm. 

At one stage the tailbacks from Birchley to Burnt Tree 
were ‘two hours’, according to Sandwell Council. 

The authority posted on its Twitter account: “We’re 
hearing about two-hour delays on the northbound 
A4123 due to roadworks at Burnt Tree island in Dudley. 
Avoid area if possible.” The slip road from Burnt Tree 


towards Dudley, on the New Birmingham Road, Tividale 

Island onto the A461 was closed during the works. One 
motorist, Paul Wynn, described the situation as a ‘traffic 
nightmare’ on the social network, while Michelle Dalton 
wrote: “I will never ever take the A4123 again.” 

However, National Grid said despite the delays it was 
‘good news’ as they had completed the work ahead of 
schedule. 

Spokeswoman Jeanette Unsworth said: “We were car¬ 
rying out essential work to replace a valve on a gas pipe 
which meant we had to close a slip road at the Burnt 
Tree Island junction but it reopened around 2.30pm. 

“We initially expected to have the slip road closed for 
up to five days but fortunately managed to complete all 
the work required yesterday.” 


Number of 
drug deaths 
in decline 
for borough 

SANDWELL is bucking the regional 
trend when it comes to the number of 
people dying from drug abuse. 

Across the West Midlands, new fig¬ 
ures show there were 134 such deaths 
between 2012 and 2014, which was up 
from 2009 to 2011 when there were 
89 deaths. Figures for England and 
Wales show there were 3,346 drug 
poisoning deaths during that period - 
the highest since comparable records 
began in 1993. 

Health bosses admit there is a 
growing problem with drugs but insist 
they are working to tackle it. 

Experts say it easier than ever to 
buy heroin, which is also purer and 
therefore more dangerous. 

In Dudley, 24 deaths were classed 
as being related to drugs misuse from 
2006 to 2008, and this fell to 19 be¬ 
tween 2009 and 2011 before rising 
again to 33 from 2012 to 2014. 

The number rose from 14, to 15 to 
25 across the three periods in Walsall, 
and in Wolverhampton it went from 
14 in the first two periods, to 26. 

However, in Sandwell the number 
actually fell, with 20 drug-related 
deaths from 2006 to 2008, compared 
to 17 in 2012 to 2014. 

Rosanna O’Connor, director of Al¬ 
cohol, Drugs and Tobacco at Public 
Health England said the figures were 
of ‘great concern’. 

She added: “The increased global 
availability and purity of heroin is 
clearly having an impact in England. 
Fewer people are using heroin but the 
harms are increasingly concentrated 
among older, more vulnerable users.” 

Airport breaks the 
10 million barrier 

BIRMINGHAM Airport has recorded 
its busiest ever 12 months, with more 
than 10 million passengers passing 
through the West Midlands gateway. 

Latest figures reveal 10,004,119 
arriving and departing passengers 
passed through the terminal between 
August 28 last year and August 27 
this year - the highest number of a 12 
month period in the airport’s 76 year 
history. It also represents a 5.1 per 
cent increase compared to the same 
period the previous year. 

The airport has achieved nine re¬ 
cord-breaking months and four record 
days, on the way to breaking the 10 
million passenger mark in the past 
12 months. Birmingham is just one of 
seven airports in the UK, and three 
outside of London, that handles more 
than 10 million passengers a year.

Attractions 
see visitor 
numbers up 
for summer 

THE Black Country Living Museum 
and Dudley Zoo have recorded bump¬ 
er visitor numbers this summer - de¬ 
spite downpours hitting the school 
holidays. 

Bosses said they were delighted 
families chose to visit the open air 
attractions in their droves over the 
summer. 

New exhibits, themed events and 
special offers are among the reasons 
which they say have helped swell 
numbers coming through the gates. 

At the Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum, visitor numbers jumped by 
eight per cent during the six-week 
holidays. 

Spokeswoman Laura Wakelin said: 
“The summer holidays are a key pe¬ 
riod for the museum and we’re very 
pleased with eight per cent year-on- 
year rise in visitors. Some of the rea¬ 
sons for this boost include our new 
UnChained Annual Pass which allows 
for unlimited returns within a 12- 
month period, but also an attractive 
offering in terms of activities. 

“This year we’ve focused on the his¬ 
tory of cinema and that’s been a real 
hit with visitors.” 

It has also been a bright outlook for 
Dudley Zoo where figures at the Cas¬ 
tle Hill attraction were up by 1,500 
this August compared to the same pe¬ 
riod last year. 

This August, 55,775 people went 
through DZG’s gates compared to 
54,259 who visited the 40-acre site 
in 2014. Its busiest day was August 8 
when almost 3,000 animal enthusiasts 
visited the attraction. 

Major law firm 
to axe 45 jobs 

ONE of the Midlands’ big law firms 
has revealed it is axing dozens of jobs 
just two months after it was created 
in a major merger deal. 

Shakespeares and SGH Martineau 
completed their tie-up in June, cre¬ 
ating a new law firm employing 900 
people and with a combined turnover 
of £75 million a year. But the new 
Shakespeare Martineau firm has now 
said it aims to cut 45 jobs at its Bir¬ 
mingham and London offices. 

Jo Thornell, said: “Following the 
merger between Shakespeares and 
SGH Martineau, there has been an 
ongoing business review. Regretta¬ 
bly, the review has highlighted that 
in some areas we currently consider 
that there is a need to reduce the size 
of some of our teams.” 

Patrols set up 
over drinkers 

POLICE patrols have been stepped 
up to stop people drinking alcohol 
under a bridge near homes in West 
Bromwich. Residents had raised con¬ 
cerns of people causing a disturbance 
in Shaftesbury Street.

THE UK’s biggest gaming festival, 
Insomnia, is moving to Birmingham’s 
National Exhibition Centre (NEC), 
with around 25,000 people expected 
to flock to the four-day event in De¬ 
cember. 

Organisers said Insomnia had out¬ 
grown its current home, at Coventry’s 
Ricoh Arena. As part of the deal the 
first event will run from December 
11-14 and it will return to the NEC 
three times a year from 2016 to 2018. 

Craig Fletcher, founder and chief 
executive of Multiplay, the company 
that runs Insomnia, said: “Ticket 


sales have soared in the last three 
years and we are expecting to wel¬ 
come a total of over 100,000 visitors 
through our doors in 2015. 

“The move to the NEC, the UK’s 
largest exhibition venue, is another 
exciting step forward for Insomnia, 
providing us with the room we need 
to further expand its unique brand.” 

Insomnia, recently acquired by 
retailer Game Digital, is a 24-hour 
event combining all the best bits of 
video-gaming, linked computer or 
LAN gaming areas, Q&A sessions, 
e-sports tournaments and an exhibi¬ 


tion hall. For the first time ever at 
the NEC, exhibition halls will be kept 
open 24 hours so that gaming can con¬ 
tinue into the night. 

The NEC said it was working 
closely with the organisers to arrange 
the logistics of this process. 

David Gallagher, new business de¬ 
velopment manager for NEC Exhi¬ 
bitions, said: “Insomnia is already a 
unique event because, like a festival, 
it combines so many different ele¬ 
ments. We wanted to enhance the fes¬ 
tival-feel and keeping our halls open 
throughout the night does just that.” 


Highways chiefs in 
pledge on slip road 


HIGHWAYS bosses have vowed to 
do everything in their power to en¬ 
sure an M6 slip road is reopened by 
November. 

Councillors held showdown talks with 
Highways England last Wednesday de¬ 
manding answers over the closure of the 
junction nine slip road at Wednesbury, 
which has caused fury among motorists. 

Protests have even been held at the roadside, 
with the anger heightened after it was revealed 
that no work was actually taking place there. 

The entry to the southbound section of the 
motorway has been blocked off since the start 
of the year due to work taking place elsewhere 
and fears traffic coming onto the M6 at junc¬ 
tion nine would only add to congestion on the 
link road to the M5. 

It leaves drivers in the Black Country forced 
to take long detours to get onto the M6 fur¬ 
ther down and has caused long tailbacks for 
drivers on connecting roads and neighbouring 
junctions. 

Wednesbury councillors Elaine Costigan and 
Peter Hughes met with Highways England 
chiefs in Birmingham over the issue. They have 
previously been critical of the organisation over 
a lack of communication which they said was 
only causing more confusion and frustration 
for people who use the route. 

Rumours 

But in a bid to improve dialogue, bosses have 
agreed to hold a public meeting in October to 
let people know what is happening. 

Councillor Costigan said: “One half of the 
carriageway is complete and the other half 
isn’t. I asked why they can’t open it at calm 
times of the day, but they said they can’t do it 
and it’s as simple as that.” 

Highways England has also quashed ru¬ 
mours that had been growing that the junction 
could stay closed permanently. 

“They assured us junction nine of the M6 is 
definitely going to be reopened. There had been 
some myths going around that it wouldn’t,” 
Councillor Costigan said. 

“They will have a definite date by October. 
They are aiming for the end of November.” 

She also said there had been an apology over 
the lack of communication while the slip road 
has been shut. The revelation in July that the 
slip road was closed despite the fact there was 
nothing actually wrong with it caused outrage 
among politicians and motorists. 



Celebrating their 75th anniversary are George and Phyllis Loftus, who have stuck to five golden rules 


FIVE golden rules have helped a 
couple to 75 years of marriage - 
a feat which they reckon makes 
them the longest married couple 
across the Black Country. 

George and Phyllis Loftus, from 
Mulberry Road, Cannock, were 
wed on August 10, 1940, at Wal¬ 
sall Register Office. 

And Phyllis, aged 92, reckons a 
set of guidelines given to her by 
her mother during the Second 
World War have helped the pair’s 
bond to stay strong over the years. 

She said: “Make do and mend 
- don’t throw away and spend; 
don’t buy things you haven’t got 
the money in your purse to buy; 
always keep your husband well 


fed; don’t let the sun go down on 
any wrath; and take time to dis¬ 
cuss any issues together.” 

The pair met shortly before 
the outbreak of the Second World 
War when Phyllis, then a trainee 
nurse at Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital, caught the train to Hed- 
nesford. 

Her brother Douglas and his 
best friend George Loftus, both 
LMS railway firemen, decided 
to surprise her by waving to her 
from a steam engine at Ryecroft 
Shed, near Walsall, when she 
passed by. 

The following day Phyllis and 
George met for tea and two years 
later they tied the knot. It was 


not an elaborate affair, although 
the celebrations featured a ‘splen¬ 
did’ roast pork dinner with a few 
guests at Dance’s Cafe in Market 
Street, Walsall. 

George continued as a railway 
fireman and served as a home 
guard during the war, before 
going on to work as a pit labourer 
at Cannock and at Albion Pressed 
Metal. Phyllis spent most of her 
life in public service. She was 
elected as a Labour and Co-oper¬ 
ative councillor in the mid-1950s 
and was council vice-chairman 
and chairman elect. 

She became a JP in 1963. She 
also served as governor of four 
Cannock schools. 
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Drugs concern 
prompt patrols

The developer agreed to change 
plans for the properties from three to 
two storeys. 

The development will include 14 
two-bed properties, six three-bed and 
three four-bed homes over a 0.3 hec¬ 
tare site, formerly the Regis Tyres 
Depot. 

Migrant boy, 15, 
found on M-way 

A 13-YEAR-OLD boy, thought to be 
an immigrant, who was arrested after 
he was spotted walking along the M5 
in the Black Country has been handed 
over to social services. 

The boy was taken into custody 
after being picked up near to junction 
two of the motorway at Oldbury. 

The boy claimed he had been locked 
in the back of a lorry for more than 
two days, West Midlands Police said. 

The force said social services will 
decide the next move for the boy.

AN Oldbury high school is holding its 
annual open evening for prospective 
pupils and their parents next Thurs¬ 
day.

It’s a long way to go for 
Tipperary Jack’s plaque

Jack Judge, a fishmonger in 
Oldbury, went on to write one 
of the most popular songs of 
all time. ROBERT COX reports 

IT’S A Long Way to Tipperary is one 
of the most recognisable songs of 
all-time, sung and embraced by 
countless soldiers during the First 
World War. 

Its also lesser known fact that the well- 
known song was written by a fishmonger 
from Oldbury before he led a career as a 
music hall entertainer. 

And more than 75 years after his death, a 
blue plaque has been put up for Jack Judge 
in Birmingham Street - where he ran his fish 
stall. 

Mr Judge, who died in 1938, wrote his most 
famous song ahead of the outbreak of the 
First World War, where it found a place in the 
hearts of soldiers after 1914. 

Jack’s great-granddaughter Gillian Nick¬ 
lin, who attended the plaque unveiling, said: 
“Every time the song is played, no matter 
where we are, people recognise it. 

Watching 

“Even all the family sort of sit up and take 
special notice. Everyone just bursts into song. 

“Every year when it came round to Armi¬ 
stice Day and we were watching the services 
on TV my dad would tell me to stand up. 

“We would stand and sing It’s a Long Way 
to Tipperary to our heart’s content. He would 
have loved the unveiling today.” 

Mrs Nicklin was accompanied at the cer¬ 
emony by son and daughter, Anthony and 
Donna, and her grandchildren Connor and 
Hannah. 

She added: “I think the song would have 
given great comfort to the soldiers during the 
war, particularly if they were a long way from 
home. It is such a catchy song and to have sung 
it as they marched must have really helped.” 

The song received worldwide popularity 
after it was recorded by Irish tenor John Mc¬ 


Cormack in 1914. But although few would 
deny Jack wrote it, there has been controversy 
over its exact origins. 

There are many who deny the song’s Black 
Country roots almost altogether, and insist it 
was written in Stalybridge, near Manchester. 
The story goes while in the pub Jack was is¬ 
sued a challenge that he could not write a song 
in 24 hours. 

He was then said to have spotted a drunk 
stumbling in the street outside who told him 
he had a “long long way to go” before he would 
make it home. 

So, allegedly, Jack went up to his room for 
the night, wrote the song tying in his own 
Irish heritage, and won the five shillings bet. 

Although it appears an unlikely tale, it has 
found favour in Stalybridge where there is a 
bronze statue of the entertainer. 

What is known is that Jack had met the man 


credited with co-writing the song, Harry Wil¬ 
liams, while living in Oldbury years before his 
visit to Stalybridge. 

And there is evidence to suggest the pair 
wrote a song titled ‘It’s a long way to Conne¬ 
mara’ in the Malt Shovel pub owned by Har¬ 
ry’s brother. 

It is widely believed Jack simply used this 
song, with the slight modification in the title 
line, to pull a fast one. 

Terry Daniels, chairman of Oldbury Local 
History Group, is in doubt about the song’s 
origins. 

He said: “I think the definitive story of the 
song is that it was written locally, here in 
Oldbury, by Jack Judge, as ‘It’s a long way to 
Connemara’. Then he went up to Stalybridge 
in 1912 where he was doing one of his vari¬ 
ety acts and he pulled a bit of a scam on that 
now famous bet. That is when it became It’s 


a Long Way to Tipperary - but it was written 
here originally, I’m sure about that. 

“There are records of people who heard it 
as ‘It’s a long way to Connemara’ before his 
appearance in Stalybridge. 

“I am convinced from the evidence Jack 
wrote it and Harry harmonised it.” 

In a bid to defend this version of events, 
Mr Daniels and other history group members 
have spent the last five years fighting to have 
the blue plaque installed. 

Money was secured from grants and pri¬ 
vate investors and after seeking a building on 
which to place the plaque, Rights and Equal¬ 
ity Sandwell agreed the group could use their 
premises in Birmingham Street. 

Jack Judge is the first man or woman from 
the town to be commemorated with a plaque, 
but the group now hope to secure funding for 
others.

First borough school for 
decade gets green light

PLANS for the first new sec¬ 
ondary school in Sandwell 
for a decade have been given 
the green light. 

Around 120 Year 7 pupils will 
start at the Q3 Academy in Lang¬ 
ley from next September. 

By 2023 the academy school will 
have a total of 1,500 pupils enrolled. 
The school will be built off Moat 
Road on land which used to house the 
Oldbury College of Sport and where 
buildings were demolished earlier this 
month. 

The scheme has been supported by 
bosses at Sandwell Council who said 
it was great news for the children of 
Sandwell. It will be the first new sec¬ 
ondary school to open in 10 years in 
the entire borough. 

It is being sponsored by Eric and 
Grace Payne, who were the sponsors of 
the Q3 Academy in nearby Great Barr. 

Facilities 

The previous school on the site, 
Langley High School, closed in 2007, 
but the site continued to be used by 
the Oldbury College of Sport and Old¬ 
bury Academy until 2012, when the 
school moved all activity to the for¬ 
mer Oldbury Technical School site on 
Pound Road and abandoned the site 
on Moat Road. 

A dining hall and main hall will 
be at the centre of the new building, 
while the new school will also feature 
drama and music areas, an art and 
design centre and top-of-the-range 
sports facilities. The proposals were 
rubber-stamped by a recent Sandwell 
Council planning committee. 

But approval was only given after 
restrictions on non-pupil use of the 
school’s sporting facilities had been re¬ 
moved. Councillor Steve Trow said: “If 
the sporting facilities at the school can 
be made available for community use 
than I believe that is something worth 


doing. I find it extraordinary to say it 
is not safe for community use outside 
of school hours. 

“These are important green spaces 
in a highly built-up area. It would be 
extremely valuable for the pitches to 
be bought back into community use if 
at all possible..” 

In light of these concerns it was 
agreed to remove a condition restrict¬ 


ing community use of the school’s 
external pitches to 8pm Monday-Sat- 
urday and 2pm on Sunday. 

Councillor Roger Horton raised the 
issue of public transport. He said: “It 
is going to be such a large complex in 
Moat Road has any thought been given 
to how people will be getting there 
and how people will travel away from 
there?”

AN OWL statue has been given an

Strategy may see 
speed limits cut 
down to 20mph 


SPEED limits on Sandwell roads 
may be cut after pedestrians said 
they felt unsafe on certain routes 
due to drivers going too fast. 

Almost half of people questioned 
by the council admitted they didn’t 
feel safe while out walking, so bosses 
want to reduce the limit from 30mph 
to 20mph on some residential streets. 

The move would be as part of a compre¬ 
hensive five-year walking strategy which 
seeks to create safer streets. 

Councillor Yvonne Davies, cabinet mem¬ 
ber responsible for health, said: “Since the 
first walking strategy we have halved the 
number of people reporting feeling unsafe 
walking in the borough, but a new, more 
focused strategy, based on delivering im¬ 
provements is required. 

“There are still far too many who don’t 
feel comfortable for a variety of reasons 
including security, too much and too fast 


traffic.” A consultation run by the authority 
found 47 per cent of around 300 respond¬ 
ents felt that walking in Sandwell was ei¬ 
ther not ‘very safe’ or even ‘fairly safe’. 

Other proposals to improve roads include 
reducing what are branded the ‘four main 
sources of street clutter’ - bollards, signs, 
posts including lamp posts and traffic lights 
and pedestrian guard rails. The strategy 
also proposes to target irresponsible dog 
owners and litterers to clean up after them¬ 
selves and their dogs, creating a more invit¬ 
ing network of roads in which to walk on. 

Councillor Davies added: “Our job is to 
help the people of Sandwell to live happier 
and healthier lives through a better and 
more attractive environment and this strat¬ 
egy outlines how we intend to do achieve 
this over the next few years.” 

In 2011, the British Attitudes Survey 
showed more than two-thirds of respond¬ 
ents, including motorists, wanted a 20mph 
speed limit in the streets where they lived.

Three Rs among 
borough pupils 
is below average 


MORE than one in five chil¬ 
dren in Sandwell are still 
failing to reach the expect¬ 
ed standards in reading, 
writing and mathematics by 
the time they leave primary 
school. 

The provisional results 
of this year’s national cur¬ 
riculum tests - known as 
Sats - show just 78 per cent 
of pupils achieved at least a 
level 4 in the three Rs. 

This is below the national 
average of 80 per cent. 

Girls fared better than 
boys, who are further be¬ 
hind with only 75 per cent 
reaching the standard ex¬ 
pected of the age group. 

The figures show that 82 
per cent of girls got at least 
a level 4 in the three sub¬ 
jects. 

Sandwell’s education boss 
Simon Hackett said stand¬ 
ards were improving. The 
draft figures show that 66 
per cent of pupils reached 
the 4B benchmark. 

Pupils are expected to 
gain at least a level 4 stand¬ 
ard in the three Key Stage 
2 tests, which they take in 
Year 6 when they are usu¬ 
ally aged 11. 

Caution 

Mathematics was the 
strongest subject for pupils 
in Sandwell, with 88 per 
cent achieving the expected 
level or higher. This com¬ 
pared with 87 per cent for 
for reading and 83 per cent 
for writing. 

Councillor Hackett, cab¬ 
inet member for children’s 
services, said: “At this stage, 
the results information is 
not complete and needs 
to be treated with caution 
but it looks as if this sum¬ 
mer a greater proportion 
of Sandwell children than 
ever before reached the 
tougher measure of level 4B 
or above in reading, writing 
and maths at the end of pri¬ 
mary school. 

“We saw a two per cent 
improvement in Sandwell 
on this key measure which 
is in line with the national 
improvement. However, it is 
anticipated the final results 
published in December will 
show that Sandwell children 
actually improved more 
than this.”

A CRADLEY Heath hair salon has handed over the scissors 
to a new owner after 47 years in the same family. The Clare 
Martyn salon in Lower High Street was run by married 
duo Derek and Sylvia Johnson since 1968, but will now be 
taken over by stylist Clare Merriman. 

But Mr Johnson, 70, from Stourport, believes Ms Mer¬ 
riman has the ambition and drive to take the salon to new 
heights. He said: “It is emotional to let go of the salon as it 
was a huge part of our lives, but Clare has great ideas and 
a business brain so I am confident that she will do well. I’m 
going to stay in touch to make sure I’m on hand if the girls 
need any help.” 

Mr Johnson also worked for a successful modelling 
agency, doing hair and make up for celebrities around the 
UK. He added: “In the 1970s we had two sunbeds and my 
wife introduced beauty treatments as well as doing hair. 

“We used to be based in St Annes Road until we moved 
to where we are now in the 70s. 

“My wife sadly passed away seven years ago but we con¬ 
tinued to run it in her memory.” 

Ms Merriman, 25, has come full circle at the salon since 
she started as an apprentice 10 years ago.

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Crackdown on 
town speeding 

PEOPLE have speeding along a busy road 
in Cradley Heath prompting a police crack¬ 
down. Residents claimed motorists were 
speeding in Codsall Road, Trejon Road, 
Harcourt Road and Dingle Avenue. Neigh¬ 
bourhood officers found almost 60 per cent 
of drivers were breaking the limits, includ¬ 
ing 20mph restrictions in Codsall Road. 

Sergeant Jason Phillips, of Cradley Heath 
and Old Hill neighbourhood team, said: 
“After a number of speedwatch initiatives, 
data showed 59 per cent vehicles exceeding 
the limit along Codsall Road. I have for¬ 
warded this information to Highways and 
spoken to them and they are considering a 
long term solution.” 

He said that patrols will continue pa¬ 
trol the area and conduct further speed 
watches.” 


HOSPITAL chiefs in Sandwell and 
Birmingham have severed ties with 
a temporary staff provider in a bid to 
tackle spiralling agency spending. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust has stopped employing 
agency staff, who they have been using, 
from Thornbury Nursing Services. 

The move comes as it was revealed the trust’s 
spending on temporary staff rocketed to £1.6 
million in July and is £6m in total this financial 
year. 


At a meeting of the trust board last Thursday 
the parting of ways with Thornbury - which 
provided staff members when the trust’s hospi¬ 
tals were short on numbers - was noted. 

Chief nurse Colin Ovington said it is hoped 
the move and other measures imposed by the 
trust will help slash its agency bills. 

Overtime will be offered to existing staff, 
while the trust is making a concerted effort to 
fill staff vacancies. 

Mr Ovington said: “We’ve been looking at 
this use of temporary staff for some time. We 
made a decision with some of our neighbour¬ 


ing trusts about Thornbury - one of the most 
expensive agencies - to stop their use from Sep¬ 
tember 1.” 

According to documents that accompanied 
the meeting, ‘a heavy reliance on agency work¬ 
ers continues’ across the trust. 

Targets 

Agency spending of £1.6m in July and £6m 
in the year so far is double the amount spent in 
the same period last year. 

In the report this was described as being ‘sig¬ 
nificantly in excess of plan and not consistent 


with delivery of key financial targets’. Finance 
director Tony Waite admitted the trust was ‘off 
plan’ with regards to its financial performance 
for the year. 

He said: “The issues that have led to us being 
off plan remain those that have been previously 
reported, including pay bill costs being too high 
due to a significant amount of premium rate 
agency staff.” 

In the report, it was noted that the trust’s 
total workforce of 6,864 whole-time equivalent 
staff members was 236 less than planned - de¬ 
spite it including 264 agency staff. 



Church devastated 
by fierce blaze

THIS is the scene of devastation caused by a fire at a Black 
Country church. The blaze, believed to have started due to 
an electrical fault, tore through Zion Christian Centre in 
Halesowen, last Sunday. 

Gaping holes have been left in the floor at the centre’s 
auditorium with the ceiling panels left exposed and all the 
surfaces charred. Blackened walls are cracked and caked in 
soot after smoke filled the church in Little Cornbow, leav¬ 
ing parts of the building un-usable. 

Destroyed music equipment, including a keyboard and 
microphone stands, lay among the debris. Further damage 
has been caused in the offices and meetings rooms at the 
centre. A salon, which is below the stage of the auditorium 
on the ground floor, was also hit in the fire and huge pools 
of water have collected on its floor from the 40 firefighters 
who tackled the flames. 

Reverend Leon Evans, who has been the pastor for 15 
years, said insurance assessors were looking at the damage. 

More than 500 people were due to attend the church for 
its two morning services, which both had to be cancelled.

A DINNER and dance event in Smethwick raised £10,000 
for a cancer charity. The event at The Night Inn was or¬ 
ganised by a group of volunteers from the town and led by 
Robbie Chahal.

£10,000 was raised for Delete Blood Cancer UK.”

IMAGINE changing your ca¬ 
reer at an age when others 
are looking forward to retire¬ 
ment. 

That was one decision made by 
Linda Hodgetts that she is glad to 
have made - 17 years ago! 

Linda is living proof that, you are 
never too old to change your mind - 
or career path. At the age of 53, Linda 
left her role as a science technician at 
Tettenhall College in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton after seeing an advert in her local 
paper for a physiotherapy assistant in 
the children’s therapy team. 

“I trained as a school laboratory 
technician straight after leaving school 
and worked in schools around Dudley 
until my husband and I decided to 
start a family” said Linda. 

“In between the births of my 
four children, I worked part-time in 
schools, but when I had given birth 
to my fourth child, I started working 
at Burton Road Hospital as an occu¬ 
pational therapy assistant for around 
two years.

The children’s therapy team at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust is based in the com¬ 
munity and is made up of such roles 
as physiotherapists, occupational ther¬ 
apists, speech and language therapists, 


school nurses and, Linda’s role, chil¬ 
dren’s assistant practitioners. 

Her day is usually based around sup¬ 
porting children, families and school 
staff by monitoring their physiother¬ 
apy progress, carrying out treatment 
programmes and encouraging with 
them within therapy sessions. 

“At the moment, I work one day in 
the community (Rowley and Tipton) 
with early years and pre-school chil¬ 
dren and also see children in various 
schools in the area. The other two 
days are spent at The Meadow School 
in Sandwell working with senior chil¬ 
dren with special needs.” Linda will 
be celebrating her golden anniversary 
with her husband Barry next year and 
they have three sons, a daughter and 
seven grandchildren. I come from a 
close family and have relatives across 
the country who are all very caring 
and keep in close contact.

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Minor grumbles, but food hit 
the spot at Ye Olde Toll House 


YE Olde Toll House, in Willenhall 
is a comforting little venue with 
huge beams supporting the ceil¬ 
ings and where the rooms nicely 
furnished and lit. 

We were ushered into the bar area on to 
huge, soft sofas where we ordered drinks 
and browsed menus before ordering our 
food and heading to our table. 

There are set price options if you want to 
stick to a budget, or you can pick and choose 
from the a la carte lists or specials boards - 
which featured a host of fish dishes. And it’s 
worth noting that Ye Olde Toll House has a 
separate veggie menu. 

It was a pretty busy evening for midweek 
but the wait on the food was very short. 

My first friend chose the pan fried pigeon 
breast with black pudding mousse, sauteed 
wild mushrooms and pancetta crisps, which

went down pretty well. My other friend 
went for the garlic and herb-baked king 
prawns with toasted ciabatta. The prawns 
were almost perfect with the flavours going 
down a storm. 

I opted for the crispy pork belly with stir- 
fried vegetables and toasted sesame seeds. 

The flavours were gorgeous and the dif¬ 
fering textures of the pork were nice on 
the palate. The vegetables were difficult to 
get out of the decorative, unusually-shaped 
bowl, though. 

So onto round two. And just as with the 
starters, they proved a treat. The pan-fried 
duck breast was next for one friend. It came 
with a healthy portion of dauphinoise po¬ 
tatoes, fried wild mushrooms and a sloe 
gin and redcurrant sauce. ‘Beautiful’ was 
the adjective used to describe the duck and 


there was a thumbs-up for the jus, but he 
said the peppercorns in the sauce confused 
things and added an unnecessary crunch. 

My female pal ordered from the vegetar¬ 
ian menu - the stilton and spinach linguine 
with side salad and garlic bread. It arrived 
with very cute mini ciabattas rather than 
garlic bread but she didn’t mind as it was a 
hefty helping of pasta and ended up defeat¬ 
ing her anyway. 

The flavour of the stilton was praised as 
it added a kick that offset the mushrooms 
nicely. The wilted spinach was noticeable 
too as it added bite. The side salad was 
largely ignored due to the pasta portion. 

I chose from the grill menu - an 8oz sir¬ 
loin steak with baked tomato, roast field 
mushroom, peas and hand cut chips. I added 
a peppercorn and brandy sauce. The steak 
was cooked beautifully and tasted great. It 
cut easily and had just enough chew with¬ 


out being tough and dry. The sauce was 
thick and flavoursome, while the crunchy 
skin of the chips was a delight. 

Despite the amount we’d already eaten 
we weren’t quite done yet as we decided 
desserts would be a great idea. 

My mate chose the chocolate torte with 
cherry ice cream and amaretto cherries - 
‘banging’ was his verdict. The pastry, too, 
got full marks. Friend two chose the lemon 
curd cheesecake, served in a wine glass. She 
was a little disappointed as she felt it was 
more of a mousse than a cheesecake. 

I had a piping hot apple strudel. The pas¬ 
try was crisp and snapped when cut into 
and the apple chunks were large and sweet 
- softened by the vanilla custard. 

A couple of grumbles with the food and 
the lack of checking up on us by staff had 
not dampened our evening and we smiled in 
satisfaction at our evening meals.

The actor was just 11 when he 
landed the role of Harry Potter in the 
block-busting film adaptations of JK 
Rowling’s hugely successful novels. 

It must have been a lot of pressure 
- over the course of eight films, fans 
got the chance to watch Radcliffe 
grow up on screen - but luckily, he 
seems to have largely avoided most of 
the pitfalls that have come with being 
a child star. 


However, his experiences may just 
help him in the new one-off drama, 
The Gamechangers, which focuses 
on a very different sort of 
entertainment phenomenon. 

The film explores the story of the 
computer game Grand Theft Auto, 
which the BBC has described as 
arguably the greatest British coding 
success since the days of Bletchley 
Park. 


He’s put his continuing success 
(he’s gone on to win rave reviews 
for his stage work in Equus and 
The Cripple of Inishmaan, and 
appeared in films as diverse as The 
Woman in Black, Kill Your Darlings 
and Horns) down to his offbeat 
taste in scripts. 

He told The Guardian: “I think I’ve 
got good taste, but it’s slightly left of 
centre.

GTAs invitation to enter a 
fictionalised American underworld, 
where you can steal cars and gun 
down rival gangsters and cops alike, 
proves irresistible to players, it also 
attracts a lot of controversy. 

The more successful the game 
becomes, the more critics it picks up, 
with parents, politicians and moral 
campaigners all worried about the 
values they claim GTA is encouraging 
and the effect it may have on children. 

And at the vanguard of the crusade 
is lawyer Jack Thompson (Twister’s 
Bill Paxton), who is determined to stop 
the game’s rise. 

The Gamechangers has already 
generated some controversy of its 
own - the firm Rockstar Games filed 
a suit against the BBC to ‘ensure that 
our trademarks are not misused in the 
BBC’s pursuit of an unofficial depiction 
of purported events related to 
Rockstar Games.’ 


But it remains to be seen if the 
drama will change any viewers’ minds 
about the nature of the games and 
their effects on the people who play 
them.

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Aiming high with Tucson 


Until the arrival of this Tucson 
model, Hyundai’s idea of a Qash- 
qai-style family Crossover model 
was encapsulated by its ix35. 

That car sold quite well but some¬ 
how, never quite captured the imagina¬ 
tion of the buying public. The Tucson 
though, is a leaner, meaner-looking 
contender that might well catapult the 
Korean brand into credible contention 
in this important growing segment. 

Back in 2004, Hyundai launched what 
should have been a ground-breaking 
model. Three years before Nissan’s Qa- 
shqai launched the buoyant market for 
family-sized Crossovers, the Tucson could 
have been that car. As it was, the Tucson 
was marketed as a small SUV, sold poorly 
and was eventually replaced in 2010 by a 
model the Korean brand did pitch as a fam¬ 
ily Crossover, the ix35. Now though, the 
Tucson name is back, this badge attached 
to a design that replaces that rather apolo¬ 
getic-looking ix35 and which brings a fresh 
sense of dynamism to Hyundai’s presence 
in the Crossover sector. 

People have come to expect a lot when it 
comes to driving Crossover cars. Although 
they want a lofty perch, they also want to 
feel like they could be driving a hatchback. 
The Tucson delivers exactly this blend of vir¬ 
tues, hence its very road-biased suspension 
setup - and the overwhelming emphasis on 
two wheel drive models across the range. 

At the lower end of the range, there’s a 
choice of a 132PS 1.6 GDi petrol or a 116PS 
CRDi 1.7 diesel. Move a little higher and you 
can upgrade to a turbocharged 1.6 GDi with 
177PS. Diesel fans will find a 2.0 CRDi with 
either 136PS or 185PS. If you want 4WD, 


then you’ll need the turbo petrol or one of 
the 2.0-litre diesels. 

That 4WD system is fine for slippery sur¬ 
faces but don’t expect a great deal of mud 
plugging ability. As usual with Hyundai mod¬ 
els, there’s the option of varying the feel of 
the steering feedback, via different modes. 

It’s in this area that Hyundai has arguably 
made the biggest step forward. With an im¬ 
posing hexagonal grille and sleek Santa Fe- 
style headlights, the Tucson is a good look¬ 
ing Crossover. 

Climb aboard and the overall fit and finish 
is a big improvement on the ix35, with a well 
laid out dashboard. If you find the interior a 
little dark, then there’s the option of a cream 
lower half to the fascia which does brighten 
things up significantly. 

Space 

There are 513-litres of seat up boot space 
available (or slightly less if you go for 4WD), 
Fold the seats down and this capacity in¬ 
creases to 1503-litres (or 25-litres less for 
4WD). Rear seat space is good, although the 
rear doors are a little on the small side. 

The range may start at less than £19,000 
which gets you entry level S trim with the 
non-turbo 1.6 petrol engine. Spend anoth¬ 
er £1,500 or so and you can opt for the 1.7 
CRDi diesel. If you want the bigger diesel, 
then you’ll need to look at ‘SE Nav’ trim at 
just over £24,000, with a further 4WD option 
adding nearly £2,000 more. If you want auto 
transmission or the higher output 185PS die¬ 
sel and 177PS petrol engines, you’ll have to 
pay for 4WD. 

Even base ‘S’ trim comes with kit like a 
DAB digital radio and Bluetooth connectivi¬ 
ty, plus USB and AUX connections, 16” alloy 
wheels, air conditioning and auto headlights. 
Next up is the ‘SE’ grade which adds 17” al-

loy wheels, rear parking sensors, heated 
front seats and dual zone climate control, 
plus the option of an 8” touchscreen sat 
nav system.
